Why Torpedoed Ships Sink. 
The committee uppoiuted by the 
Council of the Institution of Naval Ar­ 
chitecture to Inquire Into the effects of 
explosions of mines aud torpedoes 
upon the structure of merchant ships 
find that there are three principal 
causes of loss. First, the existence.of 
a forward reserve bunker partitioned 
off from the cargo hold by a non-wa* 
tertigbt bulkhead. A second cause of 
loss Is the failure to close the water­ 
tight door In the engine room bulk­ 
head leading to the aliaft tunnel. 
A 
third dauger lies in the main drain 
pipes, leading from the bilge pumps to 
the different compartments, ami pass­ 
ing through all watertight bulkheads, 
which are generally fractured in tor­ 
pedoed compartments. 
There should 
be non-return valves on the cud of 
these pipes. 
The committee recom­ 
mends that bulkheads should be pro­ 
tected aa far aa possible from Dying 
splinters, at leust temporarily, by using 
timber or other suitable material as a 
spiinter-screen.—Scientific Ama lam.

If one part of the western front falls 
to hold, no matter at w hat cost. when 
the command has been issued that no 
ground must be given, the freedom of 
the world, your freedom, your family’s 
security, are Imperiled. 
lf one state falls to hold. Its port of 
the line back home—falls to produce 
its part of the food crops needed for 
war purposes—the strength of the bat­ 
tle front Is weakened. 
And as it is 
weakened your home becomes less se­ 
cure. That la the personal meaning of 
the situation. 
The gravest period of human history 
may he described in terms of a popu­ 
lar American expression—and prac­ 
tice. Civilization endures or declines, 
fredom flourishes or falls, just as that 
line on the western front “delivers the 
goods,” Just as the production line 
back horn# “delivers the goods,” just 
as you "deliver the goods.” 
Wilt You Deliver? 
Tho Western line is making delivery. 
Whet about your state, your county, 
your town—you? 
It la necessary In every county and 
community for emergency farm labor 
needs this summer and fall to be sup­ 
plied by emergency workers from the 
towns of that county and community 
aa far aa possible. 
Which means that you—a town man 
of past farm experience—are called, 
ae a patriotic duty, to work on nearby 
farms this summer and fall at such 
Intervals and for such periods as local 
conditions may require. 
Which means that you—a farmer— 
must make the best of this emergency 
help as a patriotic duty. We can’t win 
the war without food; we cau’t pro* 
duce food without form labor; we 
can’t bove sufficient turin lubor this 
year unless high school boys and town 
volunteers are used to the utmost In 
every community, Idlers forced to go 
to work, every cuiumuuity’s entire 
energy turned to farm work during the 
“peeks” of cultivation and harvest. 
Borne town people have had this at­ 
titude : “Oh, it is hard work on farms, 
and the pay Is smaller than I euro in 
town.

We found many houses at the 
right and left of us burning brightly. 
They had bean aet afire, we learned. 
because persons la them bud' fired on 
passing soldiers. 
In front of one of 
these houses was a half-burned man 
and woman with their fifteen or six­ 
teen-year-old son. 
All were covered 
with straw. A little way farther on. 
three more civilians were lying dead 
to the same street. 
As we were marching we suddenly 
received an order to surround u certain 
house at the left of us. Our captain 
declared thut a shot fired from that 
house had killed a soldier. None of 
us had heard anything, however. The 
house from which the shot was alleged 
to have been fired was soon surround­ 
ed and hand grenades thrown Into it 
through the windows. In a minute all 
the rooms were aflame. Tho air pres­ 
sure from th* exploding grenades was 
so great that doors in the bouse flew 
from their hinges and the walls of sev­ 
eral rooms w ere crushed. 
Almost at the same time five civil­ 
ians run luto the streets with raised 
hands. They were seized at once and 
led before the officers, who constituted 
themselves Immediately Into a court­ 
martial. Ten minutes later sentence 
had been executed, and five men lay 
on the ground with eyes bandaged, 
riddled with bullets. 
In each case six of our men were 
always called upon to execute one 
man’s sentence. 
I am sorry to say 
thut I was one of the thirty celled 
uj>«m at this occasion. The condemned 
man who it was our duty to shoot was 
about forty years old. tail and straight. 
He never blinked as the bandage was 
put on. He was led to the garden of 
th* house near by and his buck pluced 
to the house. After our captain said 
to us that It was our duty to aim true 
and end the tragedy quickly, we took 
our positions six paces in front of the 
condemned man. 
The sergeant com­ 
manding us previously gave us instruc­ 
tions that we were to shoot the con­ 
demned men through the breast. 
Now wo formed into two rows, one 
behind the other. The order sounded 
to load aud aln and we each put five 


(EEI the 
the butts were hip 
slowly we aimed, 
tightly with th* butts against' our 
shoulders and our fingers on the trig­ 
ger* 
r 
Th* sergeant paused a half minute 
and then ordered us to fire. I do not 
know to this day whether bur victim 
died at once, nor was there ever an 
opportunity to learn how many of the 
six bullets found their mark. All day 
I went around like a man in a trance, 
reproaching myself bitterly for having 
acted the part of executioner. For a 
long time I could not bear to speak 
about It to my comrades, for I felt 
guilty, and yet what could we soldiers 
do other thafl execute the orders given 
USI 
lo th* evening we went Into comp 
ID tn open field, pitching tents, and the 
next day continued our march.

passed was uninteresting and offered 
nothing In the way of variety.

when the French army retreated and

After o long march. Interrupted only 
by halts and short bivouacs, we ap­ 
proached th# large Belgiaa-Freuch bor­ 
der town of Sugnjr, located on the Bel­ 
gian side of the border. It was altout 
noon, and na th# thunder of cannon 
constantly grew stronger, which indi­ 
cated that ft new hurtle was develope 
fog. we hoped to be able to remain In 
the town overnight. About one o’clock 
we entered and wire billeted In a Mg 
burn. Most of th* soldiers refused to 
eat from the field kl;* hens. and requi­ 
sitioned eggs, chicken*?, geese und 
young pigs. 
Sooi everybody 
wss 
cooking. I am sorry to say thut most 
of those who fevagid bad refused to 
pay for what tk*y had taken. 
Several soldier* now arrived with 
barrels of wine and ideo tar ny bottles. 
which were Instantly opened and enip 
tied. The obvious resulted and soon 
many noncoinmU*toued officers aud 
men were helplessly drunk. The owner 
of our barn had possessed three large 
hogs. 
One of the drunken noncom- 
nilK*loue<l officers tried to kill one of 
this# hogs with a dull pocket knife. 
He bud tortured tb^ po°r l»s-u^t almost 
to death when the anima! wns merci* 
fatly killed by a bullet. 
A few min­ 
ute# afterward the officer went to 
sleep. This was only an example aud 
not the worst, for (he inhabitants of 
the town had to endure much from 
our men who had become drank. There 
were open and svci’dt robberies of 
gardens, stables and liouw** here and 
no restrictions whatever were put on 
tim soldiers. Them wfta no impi ova- 
meat In their general conduct, dcapite 
many complaints. One family report­ 
ed that the French had treated them 
very well, but that our highly trained i 
soldiers plundered and stole. It was j 
therefore not surprising thut the pole I 
ulatlon suffered want and hunger. I 
often shared my bi end with tlwse suf­ 
fering people. 
With two comrades, 
one duy, I gave my portion of moat, 
vegetables and preserve* and ul*o a 
bag of onions to a woman with eight 
children. Because the iron was miss­ 
ing In our blood, we throe were sen­ 
tenced to extra w etch duty for u week 
for the offense of displaying a love of 
humanity. 
Our leader, Lieutenant of Reserve 
Elm. declared that such a thing ss pity 
wa* Insanity. Ile said lf the woman 
had eight children that wa* her busi­ 
ne#* Then he concluded by haying 
with great emphasis: “In war every­ 
body looks out for themselves, even 
lf everything around him perishes.'’ 
Another soldier was sentenced to 
serve 14 days ut hard labor. He was 
bringing bread to a hungry family and 
had six small loaves lo hit arms, which 
he had gathered from among the sol­ 
diers. The Kame lieutenant met him. 
accum|si11led by several noncommis­ 
sioned officers. To the question as to 
where be was going, he replied that be 
w as on his way to assist a pour family 
which had sctually Suffered hunger. 
The lieutenant ut once ordered him to 
return the bread to his company. Then 
he raged and raged al the soldier, cull­ 
ing him fool, Idiot, Hottentot, etc. Hut 
the soldier nevertheless did not obey 
and when the lieutenant thundered s 
second command to halt* the moldier 
turtled around and threw the bread 
before the lieutenant** feet.

merchants of the small towns unless 
the latter, realizing their danger, take 
steps to remove the rneuace. The re­ 
tail merchants, aa a whole, are begin­ 
ning to realize that they must fight 
fire with fire and that to save them­ 
selves they must build a “buck fire.” 
Advertising 
la the 
weapon 
with 
which the mall order houses conduct 
their warfare on the retail merchants 
of the small cities aud towns. The 
mall order houses do their advertising 
through 
their own 
catalogues and 
through certain publications which are 
known as mall order advertising me­ 
diums. A big mail order house spends 
hundreds of thousands of dollars mere­ 
ly on the preparation and publication 
of Its bulky catalogues. 
Business Built Upon Advertising. 
The catalogue houses also spend 
thousands upon thousuuds of dollars 
In advertising in the mall order publi­ 
cations which look for their circula­ 
tion to the people of the small towns 
und the rural districts. Advertising in 
some of these mediums costs as much 
os from $40 to $&> for a siugle Inch, 
yet the mail order houses find It profit- j 
able to pay these high rates. Their 
business is built upon advertising and 
lf they were denied the use of the 
mulls for their advertising for a single 
month their business would be de­ 
stroyed. 


'Td'mTvertislng, the local merchants 
find the only weapon with which they 
can beat the mall order hounes at their 
own gnme. This does not mean neces­ 
sarily, only newspaper advertising, al­ 
though that Is the big gun In the bat­ 
tery employed by the successful mer­ 
chant In his battle for trade. Adver­ 
tising Is a big word ond It covers a big 
field. There Is no longer to be found 
the man who does not believe In ad­ 
vertising. 
Every merchant believes in 
advertising of some tort. The placing 
of a display in a show window is ad­ 
vertising. The ouly difference between 
that kind of advertising and advertis­ 
ing in a newspaper is that where the 
one reaches dozens the other reaches 
hundreds. Attractive window displays 
are, of course, an Important adjunct of 
any retail store. They serve their pur­ 
pose but this purpose la only to attract 
the attention of those who may be 
passing by the store. There are other 
forms of advertising, such as personal 
solicitation, but printed m atter must 
always continue to he the chief reli­ 
ance of merchants tn attracting cus­ 
tomers to their stores. 
Advertising Begets Confidence. 
Tho buying public has learned that 
the store which takes the people into 
its confidence through Its advertising 
is the one In which It may expect to 
get the host bargains and the moet sat­ 
isfactory treatment. It knows that the 
store which Advertises consistently and 
regularly has the best and most up-to- 
date stocks because this store tells It# 
goods more rapidly than the one which 
doe* not advertise and, therefore, Is 
not forced to carry over old stock from 
one season to another. 
The public 
knows that the store which advertises 
can place lower prices on Its goods be­ 
cause It turns over Its stock oftener 
than the store which doe# not adver­ 
tise and therefore does not have its 
capital tied up In slow-moving mer­ 
chandise. 
The mall order house does not get 
Its business by merely letting the pub­ 
lic know that It has dry goods or hard- 
ware or groceries or some other com­ 
modity to sell. 
It creates a demand 
i for its goods by placing In Its catalogue 
1 attractive pictures and detailed de- 


I scrlptlons of the articles which It ha* 
to sell. The lure of the mall order 
catalogue lies In the fact that the 
I merits, or alleged merits, of the mer- 
I chnndlse offered are placed before the 
prospective purchaser In lh# most 
graphic manner. The local retail mer- 
j chant has the same opportunity to do 
! this that the mall order house bas and 
j can do it much more effectively than 
the mall order house can. The retail 
merchant can talk to the people of his 
community through his home newspu- 
i per and that is something which the 
mall order houses as a rule cannot do, 
for the local newspapers through a 
sense of loyalty to their communities 
und their home merchants will not s o 
rcpt the advertising with which tha 
mail order bouses would flood them lf 
they had th* opportunity.
